North-wost Coast Mail Facilities— A 
List of Bonafldo G-riovancos. 

Victoria, B.C., Sept. 5th, l8Sa. 

To the Editor:— On behalf of the re- 
sidents on tho North West Coast and tho 
very considerable interests thereat stake, 
we would ask publicity given to the fact 
that for tho past six weeks the C. I\ N. 
Co.'s steamers have carried no mails to 
that outlying but still important portion 
of the province. 

We are informed that they can obtain 
no subsidy from government and that 
they will no lunger bring us a mail unless 
paid for doing so. Heretofore by the 
kind courtesy of th Hudson Bay Co. and 
other steamboat ow ners, mail bags have 
boon brought in a somewhat irregular 
manner, which, though not satisfactory, 
was all we could expect at the hands of 
the eompanies who received no compen- 
sation forthoir services. 

There are in the district of which Port 
Simpson is the centre, including the can- 
neries at Skeona, Metlahkatlah and Naas, 
a white population during the summer 
season of not loss than 1560 men. Duty 
is paid to the Dominion treasury on an 
immense amount of imported English and 
American merchandise and these dutiable 
goods do not amount to less than ^IUU,- 
000. Our exports of salmon, furs, hides 
and oil are important items in tho trade 
of' our province. Petition after petition 
have been sent to Mr. Wallace, our post 
otlico inspector, and have been forwarded 
by htm to Ottawa fur favorable consider- 
ation. 

Our efforts have as yet been unavailing 
and our position is now worse, so far as 
our mail service is concerned, than ever 
previously. 

Wo cannot help contrasting our situ- 
ation with that of the more favored stti- 
tions in Alaska where for years past a 
regular mail service has brought them in 
direct connection with their commercial 
centres. 

Wo feel that not mere nealect but gross 
injustice in being done to the enterprising 
men who are under great difficulties so 
rapidly developing the natural resources 
uf the country ; mid wo iook 
forward in this our appeal to 
the active support of the Victoria mer- 
chants who are all more or less interested 
in the success of this part of the pro- 
vince. 

Wo claim not as a favor but as a right 
a regular mail which should be bl-month- 
ly for 8 months of the year. 

Business men will easily understand tho 
inconvenience we have been put to 
through receiving tin mails for two consecu- 
tive trips of the steamers, and if we are 
indignant at tho neglect of the postal an 
thorities we certainly have good cause. 

We now mean to know what has become 
of tho several petitions sent to Ottawa for 
favorable consideration and we would wish 
our connection with Canada to become 
actual, not nominal. 

Wo are positively unaware of any bene- 
fit accruing to us from confederation. 
Heavy duty on our imports and ne.'lect 
of our interests is all wc have to show. 

We feel assured that the Dominion an 
thorities will treat us fairly if our wants 
are properly brought to their not ire, but 
hitherto without a vote we have had no 
champion to put forward our claims. 

There areseveral other stations between 
us and Victoria which equally Buffer 
through lack of mails. We trust, Mr. 
Editor, that in so good a cause we may 
have your able support. 

North West Coast. 



SUMATRA. 
Terrible State oi Affan-3. 

The HaoOE, Sept. 4. — The condition 
of the district of Lampong, Sumatra, is a 
terrible one. Everything in tin; district 
for leagues inland was destroyed. One 
thousand dead persons are lying on the 
ground, and it is impossible to approach 
for thoir interment because of the natives 
being furiously angered against the Dutch- 
men whom they hold responsible for the 
calamity. In one district only I wo per 
sons were saved of the eutiru population. 
The excitement at Lampong is probably 
owing to native priests wotkinjj upon the 
fanaticism of the people. 

Governor Dutch, of the (Cast Indies Co. 
telegraphs that the town of Telok Belong 
was probably totally destroyed by the re- 
cent volcanic action. The district in 
which that town is situated is entirely in- 
accessible, as all the roads are obliterated. 
Somo of the lighthouses ill the straits are 
standing, but the lights are extinct. Tho 
report of the destruction of Tiringine by 
a tidal wave and the drowning of 10,000 
people is continued.

EUROPE. 



London, Sept 4. — The press associ 
ation states that tho admiralty has no 
knowledge that the frigate Northampton 
has gone to Newfoundland to investigate 
tin alleged outrage there by French set 
tiers upon British subjects. 

London, Sept. -I —A sister uf Captain 
Wohh, recently drowned in an attempt to 
swim the Niagara rapids, became insane 
when she heard of her brother's death and 
her body has been found in tho river at 
Lady Smith, Natal. 

A British man-of-war has been ordered 
to tho straits of Sunda to make a survey 
of changes brought about by volcanic dis- 
turbances. 

Liverpool, Sept. 4.— James McDer- 
mott was brought before the court to-day 
and further remanded at the request of 
counsel for the prosecution, who stated 
that a pocket book found among the pri- 
soner's effects contained very important 
entries, but their nature was not indicat 
ed. McDermott complained to the judge 
as an American citizen, that he was sub- 
jected to very harsh tteatment, and said 
he was not even awaro of the nature of 
the charge against him. 

Dv H UN, Sept. 4. — Tho recent storms 
have almost totally destroyed tjniiii and 
other crops in the south of Ireland. There 
is renewed rent agitation, consequent on 
the loss of crops. A general strike against 
rent to-night is imminent. Boards of 
guardians throughout Ireland demand an 
amendment to the land act. 

Poison was put into the beer and food 
of harvest men employed by Leight, a 
landlord tit New Boss, who incurred the 
dislike of the populace owing to opposition 
to the laud league. Two harvest men 
have died and others tire in a precarious 
condition . 

Gl.VSUOW, Sept. 4.— The Irish here are 
much excited and seared over the report 
that Bernard (lallagher had turned in 
former. Nine prisoners in custody on 
suspicion of being Fenians w ere examined 
privately to day. All attempts al demon 
stratiolis will be suppressed, and special 
police precautions have been taken with a 
view to defeat any attempts to rescue the 
prisoners. Recips for making ex 
plosive and infernal machines were dis- 
covered in tho houses of Irish peasants. 

London, Sept. 3. — The bishop ami 
town council of Stratford on-. \ von strenu- 
ously oppose the exhuming of the remains 
of Shakespeare. 

Vienna, Sept. 4.— A violent storm is 
raging throughout Austria. Two iron 
electric light stands, twenty live metres 
high, outside the electric exhibition build- 
ing in this city, were broken oil eh so to 
the ground. 

( Ieneva , Sept. 4.— The governor re- 
fuses (o extradite Leiiuing, th.' A eierieaii 
student who killed a fellow student in a 
duel in Germany, as duelling is no' nam 
ed in tho extradition treaty. In accord 
ai.co with this decision the court ordered 
tho release uf Lennillg from custody, and 
lie was thereupon liberated. 

GolUTY, Sept. 4. -The funeral cortege 
of Chambord was na foil,, us, all mem- 
bers of the corporation of the town bear- 
ing funeral tapers: The funeral car was 
drawn by six horses; another vehicle fol 
lowed laden with wreaths; the prior, ■ re- 
presenting the Empress of Austria; the 
Duke of Parma; Grand Duke of Tuscany;

Coal Indications. 

Mr. Silver lately arrived from Coal har- 
bor, yuatsino Sound, gives a very favor- 
able account of the natural advantages 
that, harbor poasesses for the shipment ol 
the coal wealth that underlies the land 
thereabouts. He went to Uoal harbor in 
the interests ot the W est Coast Vancouver 
Uoal Co. to eoiitirui or contradict the 
glowing reports given of that part some 
20 years ago. The result of his re- 
searches was favorable and tin; coal found 
— which is bituminous— is of excellent 
quality. In answer to a i|iiestion, Mr. 
Silver stated thai seams ,-f coal discovered 
at the north end of the island were not 
in any way connected with those found at 
Nanainio and thereabouts, aa an igneous 
formation of thu island between the two 
localities was of such a vast extent us to 
utterly preclude any such a theory. Mr. 
H. during his prospering came upon 
several hu ge boulders of hard red (Scotch) 
granite, but having other objects in view- 
did nlTt follow up his discovery. Steam 
power is already in use at Coal harbor and 
was employed to pump out thu old shaft, 
(69 feet in depth) but larger pumps with 
a boring machine will lie shortly dis- 
patched there.

The specimens were drawn from a 
tap on Monday the '27th of August at 
noon; they were clear and colorless, 
free from odour or offensive taste. 
After passing the water through a 
piece of fine Uimnel during tin hour, an 
object louse whose magnifying power 
is "JU linear or 100 superficial enlarge- 
ments, brought in view over a 
square one quarter of an inch in si/.e, 
several fibres and mossy structures 
showing no symptoms of decomposi- 
tion. Eight separate drops of tho wa- 
ter in which tho flannel had been 
shaken, contained each several varieties 
of Rotifera and their very numerous 
eggs or spawn. The "monocerca rat- 
tus" were most numerous and being 
transparent their egga were seen in 
various stages. 

a very minute fish resembling tho 
"Cnllidina elegans" and sevoral "cono- 
ciiilus" were darting about or actively 
rotating. 

No animalcuhc could be found ex- 
cepting the varieties of Rotiferi 
named; on the authority of Dr. Car- 
penter, who is one of the best we have 
on microscopic developments these 
creatures "are mostly found in collec- 
tions of fresh water, and rather in such 
as are free from actively decomposing 
matter than in those which contain 
organic substances in a putrescent 
state." A test for "smell" as directed 
by the .Society of Public Analysis in 
lingland was made by tilling a perfect- 
ly clean glass stoppered bottle with 
water from the tap. This was placed in 
a hot water bath until its contents were 
raised to a temperature ot 100' Paren 
The result was, innumerable bright 
globules clung to the inner surface of 
the bottle — proving the water to be 
well terated. After shaking it rapidly, 
on the stopper being withdrawn the 
"smell" was found to bo "none'- thus, 
denoting absence of all polluting mat- 
ter such as sewage, peat or mud would 
evolve.
